Wo call their attention t.. the 
prolonged delays and en. run. us diilicul 
ties encountered in carrying on! this un- 
dertaking. As they seem to have forgot 
ten past h. story we tiow remind them of 
certain fails, the truth of which is be 
yond controversy .jA bout twelve years ago 
this province, with the approval of the 
majority of the people of Nanaimo ami ol 
sections of this province, made a reserva 
tion of nearly two million acres on the 
East Coast for a grant towards the con 
atruction "f a ra.lway on Vancouver isl- 
and. Year after year this province by 
government dispatches, by official tele- 
grams, by resolutions of the legislature, 
by petitions t.. the Queen and by dele 
gates to Downing Street, strove in vain 
to induce the Dominion of Canada to take 
this railway bell ami build the railway 
Ktl'orts were also made by the I). .minion 
government to persuade the Canadian Pa 
cific Railway company to take it in hand. 
This company entertained the project to 
the extent of sending a confi iontial con- 
tractor over the hue, but mi receiving his 
report they declined having anything fur 
ther to do with it, although the Dominion 
offered to supplement the provincial grant 
of the land belt with a large cash b uius, 
Again; about a year mid a half auo an ad- 
venturer from >an Francisco in consider 
ation of the two million acre land grant 
undertook the island railway task, and 
his project having the support of the late 
government, itjpasscd the provincial legisla- 
ture in the form ol the Clements IJi'l. It 
is well known that not only did Clements 
and his associates fail to build the rail- 
way, hot they failed even to obtain Un- 
required security, and nothing furthel 
was heard of them. The truth is that 
failure is stamped on every attempt thai 
has been made by all former provincial 
governments to build this island railway. 
Although not nine months more than 
in office the present government have suc- 
ceeded in making an arrangement with 
the Dominion g. verumenl the substance 
of which is known and has been approved 
by the people and their representatives. 
If is known that under this arrangement 
the Dominion government have agreed to 
secure the almost immediate construct ion 
of the Esquillialt and Nanaiino railway by 
a responsible company, and that the com- 
pany with which the Dominion govern- 
ment has entered into an agreement is 
that composed of Messrs. Dunsmuir, .Stan- 
ford, Crocker and others, without a doubt 
the strongest company that could be 
formed on the Pacific coast, and one 
thoroughly identified with its progress 
and development. In dealing with this 
settlement the Free Press objects that the 
lands, agricultural, timber and mineral, 
are not thrown open to settlement find 
occupation, and that sooner than see the 
bill pass in its present form it would ..p 
pose it, "even should that opposition re 
suit in tho indefinite postponement of 
railway construction on this island." Had 
wo not information of "the truu inward- 
ness" of this opposition we should be 
amazed at tins new attitude of our con 
tomporary. W i< confine ourselves at pre- 
sent to showing his inconsistency. Had 
the Dominion undertaken to build the 
Iflsquimalt and Nanaimo railway the re- 
serve would have been conveyed to it 
without any stipulation as to settlement, 
occupation or price of lands, and yet ho 
favored tho settlement.

We have 
even threaten, d secession, and other dire 
alternatives, if the wheel of fortune could 
n.,t be made to turn our way. This feel 
uijr was not confined to the Island alone 
hut was universal . With tho adoption ufihe 
Fraser route the mainland was satisfied 
lor it gradually felt the beneficial etleet of 
development, and in proportion to the 
prosperty of mainland settlers Island 
interests were partially forgotten or un- 
cared for. This, however, should not be in 
n common country where the interests of 
each section form an embodiment |of the 
whole. Owing to the lack of new tri- 
butaries and noli -development of the in- 
terior business has necessarily been con- 
tracted and tended to create jealousy be- 
tween local sections, until each oilier 
were regarded as rivals instead ol co-con- 
tributors to the general wealth ,,f the 
province. Now, however, we are on tin- 
eve of a change when every place having 
natural advantages w-ill obtain its fair 
share of prosperity. New commercial 
p. nuts will be established which will act 
as consumers and distributors for the old 
commercial points, new towns will be 
built on available sites, which in then 
turn will induce the creation of industries, 
and the increase of industries will attract 
and retain a resident instead of a transi- 
ent population . All this and more will 
follow railway construction on the Island 
contemporaneous with that on tho Main- 
land. Before we had any prospect of 
having a railway public opinion guided by 
the same unreasonable minds would have 
given the whole of the Island away, and 
it surely cannot so soon he forgotten that 
the last party in power killed a substantial 
bill for a bogus measure, or the railway 
would now have been ju course of con 
Btruction and hundreds of go 'd puople 
who have loft the country in disgust 
would have been profitably employed at 
their respective trades. This is not a 
matter of personal gain to a rival press 
only but one of deep importance to the 
people. Because of tho large salary at- 



tached to portfolios and the thirst of the 
outs to be in, are we, the more sensible 
and iiitellectu.il pari of the people, to be 
hoodwinked into the contest and retard 
the welfare of the province simply for a 
change of men. Measures are what wo 
require, and anything in the shape of 
men capable of cariying those meas- 
ures must receive intelligent support, 
irrespective of the clap trap cries against 
monopoly and its concomitants.

Under this title an interesting lecture 
was delivered last night by the Kev. Mr.

In open- 
ing he stated it was impossible to apeak 
in any but the most eulogistic terms of 
the men whose energy and application 
had been the means uf building up this 
glurious country. Pioneers in the broad- 
est sense of the word wore benefactors of 
the human race. Columbus, whose name 
had been give to the province, and in the 
days of ancient tiroeco Pythagoras had i 
spoken of the rutundity uf the earth and [ 
anticipated man}- scientific facts, but it was , 
by observation of astronomical move- [ 
incuts and nut by practical experience, for 
Greek mariners, though brave men, could 
not dare the unknown dangers of the 
great oceans. Archimedes and Plato had t 
been pioneers in science. Harvey, the 
discoverer of the blood, bad been the 
greatest pioneer of medical knowledge. , 
Columbus had shown the true spirit of a 
pioneer in exhibiting that indomitable | 
perseverance under reverses which i 
eventually assured success. Again, j 
in later days Captain Cook had 
shown himself a true specimen 
of this type. Hill it was one thing to dis 
envor laud and another to stay and do | 
velop il, and hero il was that I he energy ! 
and pluck of our early pioneers had 
proved of such advantage. And what a 
glorious country they liad eouio to! ] 
Where on the face uf tho glube could be 
found such a land of illimitable resources/ j 
W'hore such an at moaphere that would so | 
clearly reveal, as did ours, the snow clad 
mountains through a hundred miles of 
space) To the advantages nf unrivalled 
scenery was added the possession, iniloligst i 
other minerals, of coal of the first quality; | 
coal which in its consumption again gave I 
forth the pent up energy uf the sunlight I 
jf countless ages past, and was present in 
sufficient quantities to supply thecivihxed : 
world, oven as our timber could be made 
tu lluod the eastern markets when nearer j 
supplies gave out (loud applause.) From; 
the vast stores of Texadu island could he 
drawn the nucleus of iroliulud tleeti and j 
n thousand miles uf railway track. The 
lecturer then proceeded to compare tho 
present state of Victoria with the num- 
berless benefits derived from the advance 
of science and civilization, with its con- 
dition L0 years ago, when the very spot 
on w hich he was speaking was covered 
with primeval forest which extended to 
water's edge. He then described the es 
tablishiuetit of the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany's post and homes for their men, 
many of whom wore hardy Canadians 
wiio had journeyed overland; how the 
conduct of the chief factor, Mr. Fill lay- 
ami, had prevented bloodshed in tho lirst 
trouble with the Indians, and tho reso- 
lute conduct of his employe's a year later 
when they punished the lirst murder of a 
white man by summarily hanging the cul- 
prit . 

The year 1858 saw tho arrival of what 
might be styled us tho second pioneers. 
Trading had meantime progressed, and 
the discovery of gold gave an immense 
impetus to our population. The tedious 
journey to the mines and the hardships of 
a ininer's life were well narrated. He 
then dilated upon the successful adminis- 
tration of British law in face of the ditli- 
culty of applying it to the savage pri- 
marily and afterwards to those uf all 
nationalities who came in search of the 
precious metal, gold. The beneficent rule 
of Sir James Douglas when governor, and 
the development of husbandry were not 
forgotten. Other industries in later years 
1 ad taken the attention of many amongst 
us, notably the canning and exportation 
of salmon from our rivers which loemed 
with these fish, and were thus introduced 

into countries whore the | • man, who 

had always looked upon I hem as a for- 
bidden luxury, was now enabled to enjoy 
them as an ordinary food. 

A glance at tho noble buildings which 
graced the city of Victoria and which 
would compare with those in tint most 
populous cities of the east, would show 
how many pioneers had not only made 
their money here, but were also spending 
it in the same place. In benefitting them- 
selves they wore benefitting others, and 
ho looked with prido on the city winch 
was rising under tho hands of those men 
[loud applause). Arts and sciences which 
bad thiurisliod in old countries were ra- 
pidly finding a home here, and thus the 
country was reproducing oven in regard 
to the development of the human mind. 
All honor &nd|praiae, then, to the early 
pioneers who had been the precursors n| 
such a prosperous condition of things, and 
while deprecating his ability to deal with 
the subject, be felt the honor that the 
Pioneer Society had done him in calling 
upon him; and thanking the audience for 
their attention during the evening, the 
lecturer bowed and retired aniidst ap- 
plause. A vote of thanks rn the lecturer 
and to the president, dipt. Clarke, were 
unanimously passed and the audience dis- 
persed.

BART ARRESTED.

For ten years past all the detectives in 
the stain — regular, special, express and 
railroad — have been more or less continu- 
ously searching a lone highwayman, who, 
since 187L has robbed at least twenty- 
seven stages in this state single- handed, 
and without o tiering personal injury to 
driver or passenger. This Knight of the 
Road was known as "Black Bart,'' the 
poet, from a peculiar practice of leaving a 
few lilies ul doggerel on the rilled treas 
ure boxes, signed "Black Bart, the Po 
8."
